Fancy shoes, 
high heeled, women’s hats and men’s 
derbys are not wanted. All goods con- 
tributed will be sorted, packed in 
cartons, and shipped from American 
ports for free distribution to the 
needy in’ devastated countries. Our 
citizens are urged to’ respond to the 
appeal, and send in their bundles to 
the home of’ the chairman, Mrs. Park, 
or to any other member of the com- 
mittee: Let’s have a generous response 
as soon as possible.

There was a splendid attendance of 
members at the dinner and meeting 
of the Historical Society at Bronson 
Inn Saturday evening, March 24, with 
Judge Francis Nims Thompson, pres- 
ident of the Pocumtuck Valley Memo- 
rial Association at Deerfield and Mr.

Miss 
Elsie Scott, president of the society, 
presided and after the dinner intro- 
duced the speaker, Mr. Alexander, 
who has delved into many historical 
facts concerning this community and 
particularly the Alexander family. He 
has developed a wealth of material 
supplementing the facts contained in 
the Temple and Sheldon history and 
from much original manuscript read 
most interesting statements into his 
address. He revived the memory of 
local history in the 1700 and 1800 
centered about four generations of 
Alexanders; Ebenezer, Thomas, Me- 
dad and Henry, whose ancestral home 
was on Main Street in ‘East North- 
field, opposite the “house of Colton.” 
These men were typical citizens and 
prominent in family, civic and mili- 


tary affairs. A copy of the address 
has been placed in keeping of the 
local Historical Society. The gather- 
ing proved a marked event in the 
annals of the Historical Society.
